The letters by the lat Welt India packet meanon, that 
they have had. in general, ar all the iflands, fuch a long courte 
of dry weather, as will greatly leffen the crops of fugas, parti- 
cularly at Grenada, where feveral fhips will be obliged to come 
away without a full lading. d ; 

The French are very ipduftrious in making new fortifica- 
tions, and repairing old ones, in al} their Welt India iflands ; 
and, as the Court of France has ceded w that of Sweden the 
ifland of St Bartholomew, which the latter has declared a free 
port, the French expect to reap great advantages frora it in a 
future war, as they may° from: thence be better fupplied at 
Martinico and Guadaloupe with what they may want, than 
they can from eithes of the iflands of St Luftatius or St Tho- 
mas’s. 

Sinec Admiral Rodaey took St Euftatius from the Dutch, 
that place has been very mach on the decline, and the trade 
carried to other places, infomuch, that thoagh great pains have 
been takew by its original owners fmce the ifland has been re- 
ftored by the Frence, yet there is no probability of its ever re-

The fame advices. déclare, that, in confequence of a plan 
laid before M. Vergennes by Dr Franklin, the King had been 
pleafed to permit tbe United States to untoad their American 
commodities at theiflands of France or Bourbon, and take in 
Ealt-India productions ; or, if they chofe to proceed to Chiaa, 
&c. they fhould have the liberty of difpofing of their cargoes at 
the above ifkinds, or at that of St Mauritius. © This conceflion, 
it is faid', will probably warn out very advantageoufly to the 
Americans. ita 

The laft advices from Charleftown, South Carolina, fay, that 
the mob have affunsed the fundions of government, have fhut 
up the .Court of fuftice, and by their fiat have prohibited the 
future recovery of debts due’ to perfons out of this State, or 
their agents. — In this they have in fome refpeds followed the 
example of their byethren m Maflachufetts, who have banifhed 
all Britith merchasts; or their agents, from their State, and of 
courfe can have none among them to make demands. 

The Comte de la'Peyroufe, who is appointed to command 
an expedition in the South Sea, ia fearch of difcoveri¢s, is the 
officer who, during the courfe of she late war, was fent againit the 
fettlement of the Hudfon’s Bay Company; and difcharged his 

duty in a manner that did the greatelt honour to his feelings 





againtt whom he. was employed. The plan of the new expedition 
is drawn up by she King of France himfelf, who has traced out 
the route which the Comte is to purfue: The Comtt is to cor- 
tefpond direftly with-his’ Majelty, and not with his minifters. 
By his. orders he is not to fail in the fame latitudes, through 
which the Englif. circumnavigators have already paffed ; and 
though he is to keep within the tropicks, his Majelty is taught 
to hope, that the Comte may make difcoveries in the immenfe 
Pacifick Ocean, which have hitherto efcaped the purluits of 
the entcrprifing and patisut navigators employed there by Eng- 
land. By the King’s fpecial dire@ions the Comte is not to 
lofe any time in ftriving to difcover the fo long withed for 
north-weft paflage, as Captain Cook has demonttrated that, if 
t exifts at all, it is too dangerous, and confequently can be of 
no ufe to trade and navigation. 

It is faid thatthe laft letters from China mention, that by 
accident. a thot was fired from on board one of the Eaft-India- 
men lying at Canton, which killed a native, on which the Go- 
vernor fent on board for the offender, who was fecreted. This

EXCHEQUER COURT. 
Suir, Two Fritxps oF Forres. 
Yefterday, was tried in the Court of ExcBequteér, 2 caufe be: 


. tween his Majefty’s Advocate-General, plaintiff, and the own- 


ers of the thip Two Friends of Forres, William Lovie mafter, 
defendants. The nature of this action will appear fiom the 
following fhort narrative. —-The veflel under condemnation was 
loaded with brandy, geneva, tobacco, and other articles of can- 
traband goods. She was taken, after a Short chace, off Fra- 
ferfburgh, Ny the revenue cutter Prince Edward, commanded 
by Captain Cook, and carricd into that hasbour. The owners 
claimed the fhip and cargo, as not being a fmuggling adventuge, 
bur a fair one, as the veflel was hoaded at Dunkirk, ant botnd 
for North Bergen. ‘The plaintiff, on the other hand, contend. 
ed, that the cargo was evidently intended to be landed on‘! the 
north coat of Scotland; that the fhip had gone out of ‘her 
courfe for shat purpofe, and being found within the limits of a 
port, fell to be confifeatcd upon the hovering act. Parties went 
to proof upon thefe different averments ; which ‘being conclud- 
ed, the evidence was fummed up, on the part of the defendants, 
by Mr Alexander Wight, and for the plaintiff by the Lord 
Advocate. The Lord Chief Baron then charged the jury in 
a clear, diftinét, and moft candid manner. His Lordship obs 
ferved, that it gave him pain to meation, in'the hearing of fo 
numerous an auditory, that perjury had undoubredly been 
coramitted in the courfe of that trial; but on which fide 
it lay, afier alt the attention of which he was miafter, 
he could not take upon him to determinc.——The one 
fet of witneffes, for the plaintiff, part of the crew of the 
cutter, his Lordthip obferved, plainly and decidely brought 
the veffél within the limits of a port, by fwearing that fhe was 
only from three to five mile’ from land when feized. The fet 
of witneffes for the defendants, being the crew of the’Fwo 
Friends, on the contrary, {wore with equal’ confidence, That 
their veflef was not, at any tinre previous to her feizure, near- 
er the land than feven leagues ; confequently, that one or agher 
of thefe fets of witneffes muft intentionally have {worn falfely. 
This Lordthip informed the Jury, thar though the intention of 
the voyage had been endeavoured to be proved by the plaintiff, 
they fhoald not allow intention at all to enter into their 
confideration. The only thing for them to determine was, 
whether the proofon the part of the plaintiff or defendants 
preponderated, as to the veffel’s being. found within the 
limits of a port, as defcribed by the hovering a&.- And 
here his Lordthip obferved, he was a good deal relieved, 
by the depofition of a hhipmafter, unconnected with either par- 
ty, who happened to bs at fea at the time, and faw the whole 
tranfaction. His depofition was alfo corroborated by. another 
witnefs, who both fub(tantially confirmed the evidence addu- 


ature, thsough the great politigal

ced on the part of the defendants, with regard to the dittance 
at which the veffel was from fhore, when Fired. His Lord- 
fhip, therefore, left it entirely with the jury, after confidering 
the evidence'on both fides, to return fuch a verdict as they ip 
their confciences fhould think jut.

This day, the Cébrt of Exchequer had another caufe sried 
before them upon the Hosfe tax a& 3 his Majefty’s Advocates 
General, plaintiff; and the Rev. Mr George Willis, misifter 
of Leffie, defendant. This aétion was brought againit Mer 
Willis, on account of his not having taken.out a licenfe for 2 
riding horfe, in terms of the act of Parliament. It came ovt 
on the evidence for the plaintiff, that the defeudant keeps two 
horfes ; both of which were ufed for the purpofe of labouring 
his glebe, and, a few acres more which he rented ; but that he 
alfo rode upon both the one and the other on fome oceafions, 
though only one inftance could be proved in the courfe of the 
two months fibelled on ip the information, namely, his riding 
, ten miles to attend a meeting of the Synod. No witn 
were “adduced on the part of the defendant. ‘ Mr Alexander 
Fergufon appeared as his connfel, whe ‘infermed the Court, 
that as his chent withed to addrefs the Jury himfelf, i 
their Lordthips were of Opinion it was improper im 
likewife .to do it, he would not inf apon it; but 
their Lordhhips were pleafed to indalge him alfo, he wou 
engage to take up vesy litle of their time. The Lord Chief 
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Garon ioformed, Mr Ferguffon, that he was always happy to 
fiear him in the way. of his profefhon ; and that, as every client 
had a right to be heard in his own caufe, he thauld be equally 
happy t° hear the Reverend Gentleman. Mr Ferguffon then 
addrefied the jury in a fhore fpeech, in which he endeavoured 
tu fhew, that the act was not meant or intended to comprehend 
fach horfes as thofe kept by the defendant. Mr’ Willis then 
entered pretty minutely into a difcufiion af the nicaning of the 
claufe in the act upon which he was profecured. He obfer- 
ved, that as the fabjects of this free country were not to be 
taxed by any authority but their own, of thofe delegated by 
them, the languags made ufe of in rhefe acts fhould be fuch as 
could be fully underftood by people of ordinary capacity and 
education. For his own part, fo: fur as he could pretend to 
judge of Janguage or common fenfe, he declared his opinion 
fincerely to be, that from the words, as they ftood in the act, 
horfes enaployed as his were, did not fall under the intend- 
ment of the ftarute, but were exprefsly excepted from it. 
He faid, that a horfe ufed principally for the purpofe of a- 
griculture, though ecca/ronally rode upon, could not, with any 


oe pee be faid to be kept for the purpofe of riding. If 


a comprehenfive imterpretatian were 10 be given to the 
words ‘of a penal ftatute, it might be argued, in the fame man- 
ner, that his fervant, who occafionally cleaned his boots, and 
put on his faddle and bridle, thould be confidered as a foot- 
man, and be liable for the fervants tax accordingly. Mr 
Willis, after making feveral other very pertinent and entertain- 
ing obfervations, in fupport of his argument, concluded his 
fpecch, by giving the Jury a moft folemn benediction, which, 
he hoped, from an old man like him, would do them no harm, 
But acither time nor room will allow us to enter into a more 
minute difcuflion. He was followed by the Lord Advocate, 
who combated every thing that fell either from Mr Ferguffon 
or Mr Willis. ‘ 

The Lord Chief Baron charged the Jury with his ufual 
diftinctnefs and candour. He regretted very much, that, as 
the law ftood, the Clergy of Scotland, who were a moft ufeful, 
though too-badly provided for body of men, were not exempted 
from this tax. He had taken the opinion of his brethren up- 
oa the fubject, and they were equally clear with him on that 
head. The prefent cafe, however. his Lordthip obferved, was 
very narrow indeed. ‘The plaintiff had only been able to prove 
one inftance of the defendant’s ‘having rode his horfe during 
the two months to whielr the information was confined ; while, 
at the fame time, it had come out in evidence, that he always 
went to’church, and vifited his neighbours and parifhioners, 
upon foot. His Lordthip faid, he thought it his duty to {tate 
to the Jury the opinion of the Court as to the point of law ; 
bat Jefe’ it with them to confider, how far they would think 
themfelves bound to find a verdict for the plaintiff on account 
of # fingle tranfgreflion, (The Jury, which was a molt refpect- 

le ove, retired for a few minutes, and returned a verdict for 
the defendant.

It is plain, that 
tix is only propofed to be faid on thofe who carry oa, or agent, 
ciufes for more than forty fhillings, and that no tax is in- 
tended to be laid on Notaries, independent cf their being a- 
geats in caufes of the defcription fuppofed. This is of impor- 
tance, confidering the utility of the office of Notary Public in 
this country, and the narrow firuation within which it is gene- 
rally exercifed.
